Only nine cases remained for final 
decision, but more than 50 appeals

awaited action. Cases granted a re­ 
view will be argued next fall.

Decisions this session considered 
mast important by constitutional ex­ 
perts; 
1. Upheld the Wagner Labor Rela­ 
tions act. guaranteeing collective 
bargaining to workmen, as applied 
to three manufacturing concerns, 
the Associated Press and an Inter­ 
state bus company.

The 
tribunal asserted Congress could 
spend money to promote the gener­ 
al welfare, unless the proposed acti­ 
vities were clearly unreasonable. 
3. Ruled that a state could fix 
minimum wages for women. The de­ 
cision, sustaining

state law, reversed a number of pre­ 
vious decisions. This was not ad­ 
ministration legislation but embodies 
Roosevelt principles. 
Justice Cardozo led hts colleagues 
in voting on the side of the adminis­ 
tration—22 times for It and five 
times against it. All those five were 
unanimous decisions. 
Justice McReynolds held top posi­ 
tion in voting against administration 
litigation — 20 times against and 
seven times for. 
Justice Roberts, a Republican ap­ 
pointed by President Hoover, has 
been on the winning side in every 
decision on administration laws. He 
has voted with the administration 


16 times and against it I! times.

from strike violence pushed the pri­ 
m ary dispute over collective bargain­ 
ing into the background on the labor 
front today. 
In the steel and m otor industries 
civil authorities sought to sift the 
blame for clashes incident to the 
Committee for Industrial O rganiza­ 
tion’s drive for the rig h t to repre­ 
sent workers. 
At Chicago an inquest was order- I 
ed into the deaths of five men as a i 
result of a clash between police and 
a crowd which surged tow ard the 
Republic Steel corporation's south 
Chicago plant. 
Meanwhile, 67 men, accused by 
Police Captain Thom as Kilroy ol 
participating 
in 
Sunday’s 
battle, 
were held in custody for arraign­ 
m ent on charges of conspiracy to 
com m it an illegal act. 
Van A. B itt­ 
ner, regional director of th e steel 
worker’s 
organizing 
committee 
which called the steel strike, reaf­ 
firmed the union’s determ ination to 
picket plants of th e Republic and 
Inland Steel corporations and the 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube com­ 
pany. 
A clash at the Republic's W arren, 
Ohio, plant also provoked conflict­ 
ing charges for unionists and the 
m anagem ent. 
Republic 
charged 
‘‘gunm en’’ among the pickets fired 
cm planes delivering food to work­ 
ers at the mill. 
R eports th a t fire­ 
arm s were discharged 
w ithin the 
p lant grounds brought denials from j 
the company. 
Republic stated it would continue 
to operate plants a t W arren, C an­ 
ton and Niles, Ohio, aud a t Chicago 
and Buffalo ‘‘because thousands oi 
m en in those plants w ant to con­ 
tinue a t their jobs.’’ 
A clash of a com paratively minor 
n atu re a t the gates of th e Ford Mo­ 
tor company plant recently was the 
source of another inquiry.

and Dearborn city officials co-oper­ 
ate with him in seeking the identity 
of m en who assulted representatives 
of the United Automobile Workers. 
The representatives were beaten 
when they attem pted to distribute 
union pam phlets to Ford workers. 
Homer M artin, U. A. W. president, 
announced the union would make 
another effort to hand literature to 
the employes.
